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After the Gordon riots, © a 
company of foot guands wore

The mob had foreed open all 
London guols and marched un 
the Bank, But the Governor had 
thme to prepare hls defences, and 
his staff were statloned on the 
roof, well armed, Old inkstands 
were cast into bullets, Outside 
were soldiers, helped by a 
volunteer corps of civilizns, The 
mob twice tried to storm — the 
Bank, but broke up In disorder 
before the coldicrs' fire. The 
sittlack had been too late. 


Perhaps the most extruondin- 
ary disturbances ever to occur 
In London were the O.P. Riots— 
the longest ever staged in Lon- 
den, The old Covent Garden 
Theatre was burnt down in Sep- 
tember 1808 ond a luxurious 
new theatre was built at a cost 
of £100,000, It was partly own- 
ed by John Kemble, the actor, 
To make it pay, a Yer of boxes 
was reserved for wealthy pecple 
only.

On Seplember 18, 1809, the 
new theatre opened with “Mac.
